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1. Minutes of the 64 th meeting were read and approved.

ONI Publication Officer, the possibility of reducing the classification 
on Japanese maps and charts in the Carolines and Palau studies from 
Secret to Confidential. Capt, Moore had stated that he had conferred 
with the Assistant Combat Intelligence Officer (Cominch) who had agreed 
to such reduction. Capt. Moore suggested that this information be 
passed to U. S, Army engineers in order that they might clear themselves 
with Admiral Bryan on this subject.
